These elections arc usually held 
at a meeting of the Society, said 
Rothman, but this year it was de- 
cided to use the ballot system. 
However it was pointed out that 
only students who arc sufficiently 
Interested should vote in this else-, 
tion, and for this reason the elec- 
tion of yesterday was declared in- 
valid. 

Vying for the post of president 
arc Nick Vlahos and Mike Wilson, 
while Jack Grcenstein and Tram 
Malcolm are candidates for the 
Vice-presidency. 

Rothman added that the consti- 
tution of the Debating Union has 
been revised to insure that all fu- 
ture elections will be held at open 
meetings.

Clarke, an ex-edilor-in-chief of 
The Daily, who has covered such 
events as the German surrender in 
France in 1945 and the Nurcmburg 
trials, pointed out that although 
most newspaper reporting consisted 
mostly of just routine digging up of 
facts,' sometimes a reporter's big- 
gest story comes as a complete 
stroke of luck. 

He . cited one of his own cases 
where he was waiting to meet a 
blonde in Paris, when an army of- 
ficer who was looking for a Cana- 
dian reporter rushed' up to him, 
and he soon found himself In a 
plane headed for Rheims, where he 
witnessed the German surrender. 

Clarke emphasized, however, that 
It Is by dull concentrated slugging 
that most stories arc uncovered. It 
is through this kind of work on The 
Daily,- he said, that students can 
learn toleration and understanding, chinfky. 
and they will al the same time find 
that men are full of hope and re- 
sourcefulness — especially other 
newspapermen.

|Proud Italian, Anglo-Saxon Hypocrisy

was always ready to disagree and to baek him- 
selt up with logical reasons. He could never be- 
come just one of the crowd. 

His father, who (I think) was at one time an 
editor In Turin, was violently anti-Fascist, writ- 
ing against Mussolini as long as he could. Franco 
Valso hated the Fascists. I asked him once if he had 
: ever been in the underground or espionage activi- 
tlesv^Yes," he said and smiled wryly. 
: .Wben^Gcrman troops first entered his town he 
I wà^îlàbOul 18 and full of hatred. One night he 
' Àotlcéd some of their troop trucks pulled up in 
I' front of a building. The trucks were beit)g guard- 
'éd by two weary German soldiers who weren't 
taking their duty too seriously. Franco took it into 
4||^bis;head to get even with the Germans by punc- 
'^^ffirlng their tires. This v;as not easy: piercing a 
m 'means allowing the air to hiss out and possibly 
V.rA'llslng the guards. He managed to despatch about 
ilwo or three tires before he crept away. The next 
day large posters appeared throughout the town 
prclaimlng that German trucks had been incapaci- 
tated and troop movements hindered by saboteurs, 
ïlié signs warned that It such actions were re- 
; pèatéd fifty townspenpie would be selected at ran- 
dom and shot. Franco gave a little laugh, 'That 
^Was the end of my sabotage."

, B tool and refused to take her seriously.

There was a ping-pong table on a disused clois- 
tered walk adjoining, the cathedral. After a close 
game I beat him and then, because I felt he was 
only half trying, I said ' Come on, Franco! You can 
do better than that! " He replied, sardonically, 
"What more do you expect from an Italian?" Later 
en when- we were watching others play, I was 
teasing him .and came out with some inane re-, 
mark. "Oh" said Franco, kidding me, but with a 
touch ot bitterness, "That's just Anglo-Saxon hypo- 
crisy." . 

' F'ranco's parents must have a little more monèy 
than the average because he had to pay his own 
transportation to the seminar, and keep himself in 
cigarettes while he was' there. Hé, along with most 
of the other European .students, smoked the cheap- 
est cigarettes there were, Valois bicus. The to- 
bacco In them was like dried dandelion leaves. I 
couldn't smoke one or even go near anybody smok- 
ing one without coughing violently. 

Many of the European boys, wore open canvas or 
leather shoes. Franco had a pair of leather shoes 
which he wore on the week-end bus trips and 
when we were in ParU after the seminar, but in 
Pontigny he always wore a pair of canvas shoes 
with twined rope soles. These shoes are quite 
elementary in form and definitely inexpensive. You 
could buy them in Pontigny too, as well as the 
wooden sabots. However, unlike the latter, these 
rope-soled shoes would sag and the rope warp 
and fray. 

I was always asking Franco question about Italy 
both directly and indirectly but ht never said 
much about it. It wasn't a case ot language dlt- 
ticulties. Acting as an interpreter tor American 
troops (to pick up some spare cash), and listening 
to broadcasts in English on the radio, he had de- 
veloped alpost faultier English.' He also spoke 
good French and Gtrman. 

But he never said much about Italy. Much as 
he loved her, he was bitier and on the defensive, 
or would dismiss you with a small laugh it you 
asked questions. . 

As I said before one didn't feel that Franco was 
typical of the students of his country but one 
hoped that there were many others like him in 
Italy. It there are other Francos, ready. to ques- 
tion and to blindly accept. Jealously alert to their 
rights to tree thought and speech whether it bo 
In informal discussions, writing or painting, striv- 
ing to seek national independence and recognition, 
if there are other Francos, the future of Italy will 
not be soi bleak.

Bobb ha.<; laid the matter before the public in a 
printed leaflet explaining his protest, "Et, Too, 
Smith," he says, "is a ghost of the decline of Rome, 
-^^n- tcho of 'Et Tu, Brutei', Caesar's heartstricken 
'èry when his best friend stabbed him." 

Pointing the accusation directly at Dr. Smith, 
lilr. Robb exclaims: "Sol! You've sold the poets 
down the rivei', ehl" He continues in calmer vein: 



'For hundreds of years, tnilghte'nment, commonly 
called the Humanities— Faculty of Arts-has bèen 
the symbol and backbone ot the university. The 
Light iii our universities li starting, to go outi The 
Arabs ot the ArU, Oh, Toronto! are folding their 
tents on your campus!" No one who heard Dr. 
Smith speak at the Inaugural dinner of thé Carleton 
College Development Fund on February 13 could 
imagine him in the role ot a Brutus, plotting 
against liberal education. On trial in "the matter, ot 
course,. U not Dr. Smith at all, but a materialistic 
society that would raiher pay tor a new gadget 
thjin^a^hew idea. 

Aâ i"eliizèn of independent mind, however, Mr. 
Robb has written his protest to the man who 
roused Ms sorrowful wrath. Not content even with 
sending a letter to the editor, he has published his 
views himself.

"I regret the necessity of leaving 
the hallowed halls of this Institution 
and to bid farewell to so many fam- 
iliar faces. But we are living in 
a time ot crisis and ' when my 
country calls, I feel the duty to 
respond." 

Members of the prcs.s held pen- 
cils over notebooks, sceminsly par- 
alysed In mid-air; leaned forward, 
glancing at one another with looks 
ot disbelief, as they realized the full 
implications of the words ot one ot 
the University's most beloved and 
distinguished professors. In his 
riimly-lighlcd exclusive office in the 
South Wins ot the Arts Buildinfi. 
surrounded by his colleagues and 

few favored sloodenls, Watson S. 
Wopsle, Oboc.D., C.O.D., F.O.B.

'''«2iHyi^i£»Stt^''^ year of publica- 
tlon'arose^ourpjf events which took 
place over the summer at Prague, 
when national student union de- 
legates from all over, the world met 
al Prague In the second World 
Youth Congress sponsored by the 
Communist Intematipnal Union of 
Students. 

At Prague, observers from the 
National Federation of Canadian 
University Students saw clearly that 
no attempt was being made by the 
eastern nations to foster any sort 
o^ iinderstanding . or co-operation. 
This was reported to a NFCUS con- 
ference held In Quebec In Septem- 
ber, and as a result NFCUS decided 
against attempting to affiliate with
